The town farm was designated as the 
town pound and the Superintendent 
elected keeper. 

Article 3. On the license question 
42 voted yes and 374 no. The vote last 
year was 17 to 375. 

Article 4, on the different appropria- 
tions, went through rapidly and with a 
very few exceptions as recommended 
by the Finance Committee. $19,000 
were asked for schools, but on motion 
of Selectman Boutwell it was increased 
to $19,600, the additional amount being 
for heating, janitoring and repairs at 
the Punchard Scnool. Mr. Boutwel: 
stated that the time had come when 
the trustees of the Punchard School 
were obliged to call upon the town for 
help, the income of their fund being 
insufficient to meet the expenses. 
John L. Smith vigorously opposed this 
motion, but after the moderator had 
stated that it was impossible to run the 
school on its present income, and that 
if it was given up the town would have 
to start a new one and raise $5,000 a 
year, it was quickly voted. 

After John N. Cole and William 
Shaw had spoken about the bad condi- 
tion of the district schools, the disgrace- 
ful grounds around several of our school 
buildings, the sum of $3000 was voted 
for schoolhouses instead of $2000 as 
recommended. Then the following 


-were quickly voted: school books and 


supplies $1500; repairs on highways 
and bridges $3000; macadamized roads 
$4000; sidewalks $1360, $700 to be ex- 
pended under the betterment act for 
concrete walks. The parley at this 
point between Selectman Stark, William 
Shaw and James H. Kibbee, in which 
the first named said the walks in Bal- 
lard Vale were in good condition, while 
the latter claimed that they were 
wretched, was interesting and amusing. 
Removing snow $500; town officers 
$5000; town house $1000; waterworks 
maintenance $4700; sinking fund $675; 
fire department running expenses $2000 
new apparatus and engine house chang- 
es $3000, which appropriation covered 
articles 6 and 10, asking for the pur- 
chase of land, removing and remodeling 
the engine house at Ballard Vale, and 
also the purchase of a new ladder 
truck; horses and drivers $3000; street 
lighting $3700; printing and stationery 
$700; Spring Grove Cemetery $300; 
Memorial Day $200; State aid $1600: 
military aid $300; expenses of alms- 
house $4000; relief out of almshouse 
$5000 repairs on almshouse $500; state 
tax $6000; county tax $5000; abatement 
of taxes $300; interest on notes, funds 
and bords $10000; insurance $500; hay 
scales $50; miscellaneous $1500. 

Article 5. Under this article it was 
voted to appropriate $4500 for the cele- 
bration of the 250th anniversary of the 
town. In this connection Dr. Bancroft, 
Chairman of the Committee of Fifteen, 
submitted the following very interest- 
ing report of the Committee’s doings : 

At the March meeting of 1895 your 
Committee of Fifteen on the 250th an- 
ration of An- 
dover, appointed at the March meet- 
ing of 1 reported progress, and pre- 
sented certain recommendations and 
appointments, and a general outline of 
a civic celebration of the 250th anniver- 
sary of the town. That rt was ac- 
cepted and its recommendations were 
adopted. This report, and the action 
thereon, may be found on pp. 15, 16, 
and 17 of the Annual Report of the 
Town Officers for the year ending Jan. 
15, 1896. 

During the year your Committee 
held meetings Oct. 26, Nov. 13, Dec. 11, 
Dec. 20, Feb. 3, Feb. 21; many meet- 
ings have been held by the sub com- 
mittees. 

There have been two changes in the 
Committee. Frederick W. Greene, hav- 
ing resigned his charge in the West 
Parish and removed to Middletown, 
Ct., his place was filled, in accordance 
with the authority of the vote of the 
town, by the appointment of Peter D. 
Smith. George Gould, having re- 
moved temporarily from the town, 
asked to be released from further ser- 
vices on the Committee, and his place 
was filled by the appointment of Arthur 
Bliss. 

The Committee deemed it wise to 
change the date of the celebration 
from the 6th of May to the 20th of 
May, and accordingly to ask the pastors 
of the churches to preach the memo- 
rial sermon oa the 17th of May instead 
of the 3d of May next.

Your Committee has been guided by 
a few broad principles. We cannot vie 
with the larger and richer communities 
in numbers and display. We have not 
the means of housing and entertaining 
a great throng of spectators who heve 
little personal interest in our cele bra- 
tion. We must therefor study to make 
it dignified and worthy, rather than 
elaborate and costly. e have no one 
auditorium in which we can gather a 
very large assembly. The Committee 
has sought therefore to provide a va- 
riety of exercises, some of which may 
properly be in progress at the same 
time, and which at all events will ap- 
peal to a variety of differing interests, 
thereby relieving the poverty of our 
accommodations. 

Your Committee did not accept your 
appointment in 1894, and its renewal in 
1895, as a right of inheritance, a mark 
of distinction, or a coveted _privil 
but they accepted it as servants of the 
town to promote a celebration historic, 
comprehensive, and patriotic. They 
record here their appreciation of the 
support they have received thus far 
from old citizens and new comers, from 
women as well as men, from youth and 
adults, from all parts of our ecattered 
territory, and from former residents 
and their descendants as well as from 


our present inhabitants. It has been 


the desire of your Committee to enlist 
everybody in this celebration, till every- 
body within our borders feels that it is 


unselfishly his. They have taken it mf or jurors as pre 1 by the Selectmen, 


granted that every man, woman a 
child should regard himself as a mem- 
ber of the great central committee of 
the whole,” and should charge himself

tions by towns and cities in this Com 
monwealth. Under this statutea town 
may appropriate a sum not exceeding 
one-tenth of one per cent. of its tax- 
able valuation. As your Committee is 
informed by the Selectmen our valua- 
tion is about $4,500,000, and a tenth of 
one per cent. would give an 1 
tion of $4500 for our Quarter-Millennial, 
a sum which judiciously expended 
would meet the requirements of a dig- 
nified and comprehensive celebration, 
while not large enough to warrant any 
ostentation. 

Your Committee accordingly recom- 
mends an appropriation not exceeding 
one-tenth of one per cent. of the tax 
able valuation to be expended under 
the direction of the Finance Committee.

This article asking for the 
recons:deration of the vote taken two 
years ago, authorizing the sale of the 
J P. Bradlee steamer, was the cause of 
some little discussion. Charles F. Bil- 
lington made the motion that it be re- 
considered and stated the need of, an 
engine at Ballard Vale, asserting that 
if it had been on hand the night of the

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fire at the Ballard Vale M’f,g Co.’s mill 
it might have been confined to the first 
story. 

Selectman Stark also spoke in favor, 
stating that the engineers had received 
but one bid for it and that very low, 
and that it could be kept at the Vale at 
a small expénse and would be on hand 
if needed. Capt. Crowninshield also 
waxed warm on the subject, arguing in 
its favor the facts that Ballard Vale 
needs it, that the hydrant service is in- 
sufficient and that this part of the town 
ought not to pay taxes and get no ben- 
efit. John N. Cole and H. M. Hayward 
also spoke in favor of retaining it. J. 
L. Smith was about the only speaker 
who opposed retaining it. He said it 
had never paid for the fuel burned. 
There were no horses to haul it and it 
would be an extra expense without any 
compensation. If there was an alarm, 


quicker than they could in Ballard Vale 
He hoped the matter would be left in 
the hands of the engineers. 

Article 8 was expected to cause dis- 
cussion and it did. John E. Smith said 
that for six years our highways had 
been in the hands of the Selectmen, 
and that the Superintendent of Streets 
was hardly a foreman. There ought to 
be some one man on whom the respon- 
sibility could be placed. He therefore 
moved that the town accept the provis- 
ions of Chapter 374, Acts of 1895, auth- 
orizing the town to place the adminis- 
tration of the highways under a single 
highway surveyor. This motion was 
carried after an ineffectual attempt was 
made to have it indefinitely postponed. 
It was then voted that a committee of 
three be appointed to bring in a list of 
three names for highway surveyor. 
The moderator appointed M. E. Clem- 
ons, John N. Cole and Arthur Bliss and 
in a short time they reported that they 
desired to be excused from bringing in 
names, and wished the matter left to 
the meeting, owing to the very short 
time given them to consider it and feel- 
ing that it was placing a very large 
authority in one man. John N. Cole 
thought that the meeting had gone into 
this thing hastily and without proper 
thought, and moved that the vote be 
reconsidered. This was lost. It was 
finally voted that the matter be left to 
an adjourned meeting to be held Mon- 
day evening March 16, at 8 o’clock. 

Article 9 in regard to a night watch 
at Ballard Vale was indefinitely post- 
poned. 

Article 10 disposed of under appropri- 
ations. 

Article 11. Voted to accept the re- 
ports of the various town officers. At 
this time W. 8. Jenkins, chairman of 
the sewage commission, made a motion 
that the commissioners be given per- 
mission to petition the General Court 
to repeal Sec. 15 of the Andover Sewer- 
age Bill relating to the pollution of the 
Merrimac River adjacent to North An- 
dover. ‘Shall Andover,” said Mr. 
Jenkins, be held responsible for the 
pollution of the Merrimac, while Law- 
rence empties twenty or thirty times as 
much as Andover, a short distance from 
where this town would enter? The 
motion was carried. 

Article 12. Voted to accept the list 


after several gentlemen had been ex- 
cused from serving.

TRANSPLANTING APPLE TREES.

IN HUB MARKETS. 


Floods Have Cut Off Usual 
Supply of Butter. 


Satisfactory Movement Expected During 
Remainder of Season—No Change In 
Cheese—The Live Stock Markets, 


Bostox, March 5.—The butter market is 
m a peculiar condition. Northern sup- 
plies were cut off by the floods, and dealers 
are without their usual receipts. All the 
freight trains on the northern and east- 
ern roads were blocked. 

The western shipments were not de- 
layed, and the usual supply was on hand, 
but these were not enough to meet the 
wants of the trade. However, there was 
ho disposition on the part of sellers to 
take advantage of the shortage, and re- 
ceivers who had their butter were not ask- 
ing any higher prices than last week. 

From the small.stock of northern and 
eastern carried over from last week, sales 
were made at previous rates, and the gen- 
eral disposition was to patch up as much 
as possible until the roads were in running 
order again. Buyers and sellers seem to 
agree to this arrangement, and the market 
was without any excitement. 

But aside from this interruption of reg- 


‘| ular receipts, the butter situation is strong 


and healthy, and there is no prospect of a 
decline for a week or more. The trade are 
now almost wholly working on fresh 
made butter, and at the moderate current 
prices the consumption is quite liberal. 
Any farther advances, however, would 
be likely to curtail consumption. Of 


course, if supplies should continue short 


for any length of time, the law of demand 
and supply would have to be obeyed. 

A review of the butter situation will 
show that there is good reason for report- 
ing the market in a healthy condition, 
and for looking forward toa 
movement during the remainder of the 


season. 
Cheese, _ 

There is no change to note in the cheese 
market: Demand continues light and 
sales run along at 10 to 11 cents for best 
northern fall. and 7 to 9 cents for fair to 
good. Ohio flats are quoted at 8 to 9 cents 
for best, but slow of sale, 

Holders of northern stock are not dis- 
posed to force sales at any concession, and 
seem to be confident of a better demand 
later on, but the outlook is not promising 
for any advance, Sales of late made Ohio 
have been made at concessions, 

Other Produce. 

Fresh western eggs were sold at 113; to 
12 cents, but there were few sellers at less 
than 12 cents, and some held for a higher 
price under orders from western shippers. 
The cold weather seemed to have a 
strengthening effect. Southern sold at 11 
to 113¢ cents, Eastern fresh, 12 to 18 cents. 

A firmer feeling was noticed in beans, 
and $1.25 a bushel was generally asked for 
choice marrow pea to arrive. Mediums 
were $1.25 to $1.30. 

Potatoes were firmer, and eastern he- 
brons sold more freely at 38 cents a bushel. 
No change in apples.

Worst Floods snes 1847 do Damage in 
‘Andover and stop Travel. 


At the Frye Village Mill of the Smith & 
Dove Co: there has stood for nearly fifty 
years a mark that showed the high water 
of ancient floods and to wbich the oldest 
inhabitants” have been wont to point 
with pride. That mark must now be 
raised just four inches, for last Tuesday 
morning’s high water reached this point 
before it began to recede. As Smith & 
Dove’s folks had removed everything 
from their mills they suffer but little dam- 
age, but several of the tenement. occu- 
pants in the Village were much inconven- 
ienced and suffer some loss. Monday the 
cars wers obliged to stop running be- 
tween the office building and Poor's shop 
and later in the eveniig they stopped al 
together, on account of high water at 
Lawrence interfering in the power house. 

All around from Poor's Shop and Frye 
Village Center along the river border, 
was one sheet of water, it standing near- 
ly three feet deep iu the street. At the 
mill bridge in Frye Village it was possi 
ble to cross only in boats and the whole 
Village was a little Venice. The cause 
was not from any rising of the Shawsheen 
but from back water in the Merrimack.

Having thus secured the consent and 
co-operation of the Trustees, the Village 
Improvement Society is anxious to begin 
at once, that a portion at least of the re- 
sults of such beginning may be evident 
on the. day, the great day of Andover, 
May 20, 1806. 

We have no funds. The Village Im 
provement Society is dependent upon its 
membership fees (50 cents a year) for the 
sum necessary to pay running expenses. 
If every adult even in Andover would 
join us, we should be able to do this as 


well as many other things we ardently de- The 


sire, but as we dare not hope the millen- 
nium will dawn for us any more than for 
the other societies so earnestly working 
for the benefit of the town, we venture to 
make this public appeal. 

Will any who see how bare and unat- 
tractive are the grounds of Memorial Hall, 
and who know how much beauty can be 
thrown around a house and grounds by 
the well directed expenditure of a small 
amount of money, help us in this our ne- 
cessity ? N

THE SHAWSHEEN. 


James Keefe went after Driftwood Satur- 
day and is Probably Drowned. 


The news was brought to the Select- 


men and police Saturday evening that 


James Keefe of Frye Village, who bad 
gone out to catch driftwood in the Shaw- 


sheen §River soon after dinner, had not 


returned or been seen, aud it was sup- 
posed that he had been drowned. 


Mr. Keefe is an old man about 80 years 
of age and: has lived in the brick house 
near the Bostonil& izMaine Railroad for 
many years. It had been his custom to 


go out after driftwood occasionally, and 


it is this habit which has probably cost 


him his life. 
There was no clue to show how the ac- 
cident happened. He may have broken 


through the ice which covered parts of 


the river, or he may have lost his balance 


and fallen from the bank. The water 


was very high at this time. Selectman 
Bliss, several of the police and otheis im- 


mediately went to the vicinity where he 
was supposed to have-gone for driftwood, 
but it was finally decided impossible to 
accomplish anything that night, and so 
work was stopped until 6 o’clock Sunday 


morning. Boats, hooks, grappling-irons, 


etc., were brought into requisition and 
work was kept up all day, but without 


avail. 


The water, which was still growing 


higher, greatly impeded the work, and 


finally Monday they had to give up the 
search, but it will probably be renewed 


as the river gets lower,

PREPARATION OF THE SOIL. 
Thorough Cultivation Without Expensive 
Implemente—Homemade Harrows. 

One of the essentials to successful 
farming is the thorough cultivation of 


the soil tory to seeding, very 
essential for wheat. There exists a gen- 
eral impression that thorough cultiva- 
tion involves the use of many expensive 
implements, but an Illinois farmer in a 
letter to Country Gentleman gives the 


In my own work the implements I 
most use are homemade, one slanting 
tooth and one straight tooth harrow, 
one heavy and one light drag, altogether 

not costing more than one good plow 
and two days’ work. The slanting tooth 
harrow I make of the double A pattern 
of 8 by 8, seasoned oak, hickory or 
ash. The fore ends are cut toa slope 
that will give the right spread, a hitch 
block placed between them with a three-

eighth inch bolt through near the point 
of each set of wings, and a one-half 
sae bolt fon & Seetiae. beads 66 ibe Arak. 

A crosspiece is placed on top of the 
frame about 12 inches from the rear 
end, and a bolt through this and each. 
wing piece. A similar crosspiece placed 
about 2 feet from the front end and 
bolted, the joints well painted as they 
are put together, completes as good a 


harrow frame as can be made. A small |’ 


bolt through each end of the several 
Pieces is a protection from checking or 
splitting. This frame filled with three- 
quarter inch steel teeth completes an 
implement which is the best general 
purpose harrow we have ever used, and 
if kept under shelter when not in use 
will last for many years. For sod and 
new ground and among stumps it has 
no equal. 

Square and hinged harrows we make 
of the same material, and put them to- 
gether on the same simple plan. For 
straight tooth harrows we use larger 
teeth and make square or A frames, ac- 
cording to fancy. 

Our heavy drag is made of seasoned 
oak or hickory, of three timbers, 8 by 8 
inches and 9 feet long. Finished, it 
stands as in the cut, the crosspieces 2 
by 8, the rests for which are cut 15 
inches from each end of the timbers at 
an Angle which will bring the upper 
corner about 135 inches forward of the 
lower corner. The ties sLould extend 
some 15 inches in front, and there form 
the hitching point. The ties may be 
fastened with 2 inch wood pins, or with 
wood screws. It is best, however, to 
fasten the middle timber with the 
screws, a8 We sometimes find it neces- 
sary to drop out one of them. This im- 
plement, with two fairly heavy teams, 
will reduce the hardest clods. Follow- 
ing this with the straight tooth harrow, 
well loaded, will bring the under clods 
to the surface, ready to be crushed by 
another application of the drag. We also 
have the ordinary lighter drag of 2 inch 
plank, which is mainly used for the fin- 
ish. Of course no fixed rule can be fol- 
lowed for the use of these implements. 
The mechanical condition of the soil 
must indicate the necessary implement 
to use. 


The Soil Is Acid. 

„Nou may say what you like abous 
your chemical fertilizers, whenever I use 
stable manure or wood ashes I always 
get better results than I do with the 
chemicals alone!’’ That is a statement 
often made by good farmers who are 
unable to explain it. But Rural New 
Yorker comes to the rescue with the 
following: The soil is acid. The ma- 
pure is alkaline, and the ashes contain 
lime. This ‘sweetens’ the soil and en- 
ables the plants to thrive. The fertili- 
vers are acid and cannot be used to ad- 
vantage until the sourness: is neutral- 
ized. We believe that this will explain 
many apparent failures with fertilizers 
on well drained soil that no one aus- 
pected of sourness.’’

by the plants that were not given a 
chance to gratify cannibalistic taste. 
This is certainly a discovery worthy of 
much careful study and extensive ex- 
periment.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

Shawsheen. 

Arthur was a bright, intelligent boy 
and one of the best scholars of the Union 
Grammar School which he attended. He 
was a youth of promising qualities and 
generally loved by his playmates. and 
friends, and was a helpful and obedient 
boy in the home. His age was 12 years, 
1 month, 13 days, The body was recov 
ered by the police about 30’ clock -Wednes- 
day afternoon near where it entered the 
stream. ™ 


The Freshet. 


The Merrimac River, Monday, was the 
highest in its history, as far as is recollect- 
el. At the “point” the water stood over 
seventeen inches above the flood mark of 
1852, registered on the foundations of the 
Abiatha Hardy bouse. The Fleming 
house was surrounded by water and it 
was necessary to use a buat to reach the 
main Jand. The water stood about six 
inches.on the floor of the Hardy house. 

The Shawsheen overflowed its banks, 
the water entering the power house of 
the electric road and necessitating the re- 
moval of the driving belts from the en- 
gives. On Merrimac Street, Lawrence, 
East of the electri¢ store-house, the water 
was up to the axles of She wagons. The 
Sutton Street bridge over the Shawsheen 
was weighted with stones, but the water 
did not flow over this bridge; on the 
bridges above, however, the water stood 
two feet deep. ; 

Mr. Kunhert's mill on Suffolk Street 
was well nigh submerged and the Gilhooly 
house on the same street was also flooded. 

The spectacle was one never to be for- 
gotten, and although the electric cars did 
not run, hundreds of people braved the 
elements for a view of the flood. Two 
pigs were seen floating down the Merri- 
mac River on an ice flue, which plunged 
over the Lawrence dam, and it is under- 
stood that the unfortunate porkers were 
rescued at Newburyport by a fisherman. 
The scene altogether was unprecedented.
